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TH  E  following  pages  are  copied  from  an 
ancient  Manufcript  in  poffcffion  of  the  Duke 
and  Duchcfs  of  Northumberland,  who  con- 
ceiving that  fo  Angular  a  curiofity  might  afford  the 
fame  amufement  and  plcafure  to  others,  which  it  hath 
given  tp  themfelyes,  have  caufed  afmall  impreflioo 
to  be  taken  off  merely  to  beftow  in  prefents  to  their 
friends. 

The  original  Manufcript,  which  fills  a  very  large 
folio  volume,  and  is  finely  ingroffed  upon  a  ilrong 
thick  paper,  had  by  fome  accident  or  other  been  loft 
to  the  Northumberland  family,  but  was  happily  pre- 
ferved  in  that  of  the  Lords  Dacre  ;  till  the  prefent 
nobleman  reftored  it  to  the  Duke  and  Duchcfs  with  a 
politcnefs  that  deferved  their  particular  thanks.  Nor 
ought  the  very  obliging  offices  of  Lord  Camden  to 
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pafs  uoacknowledged  ;  by  whofc  kind  interporition  it . 
was  prefcnced  to  the  family. 

It  was  prcfumcd,  fo  curious  a  monument  of  ancient  times 
dcfervcd  to  be  refcucd  from  oblivion,  and  to  be  perpetu- 
ated at  lead  in  afmall  impreflfion,  upon  feveral  accounts. 

In  the  FIRST  place,  as  it  exhibits  a  curious  Picture 
or  ANCIENT  Manners.  Here  we  fee  the  great  mag- 
nificence of  our  old  nobility,  who  feated  in  their  caftles. 
Jived  in  a  ftate  and  fplendour  very  much  relcmbling 
and  fcarce  infcriour  to  that  of  the  Royal  Court.  Their 
Hou(hold  was  eftablifhed  upon  the  fame  plan,  their 
Officers  bore  the  fame  titles,  and  their  Warrants  ran 
in  the  fame  form  and  ftile  *.  This  remarkable  rcfem- 
blance  to  the  Royal  Eftablifliments  will  ftrike  the 
Reader  the  moment  he  opens  this  Book.  As  the 
King  had  his  Privy  Council  and  great  Council  of  Par- 
liament, to  afllH  him  in  ena6ling  ftatutes  and  regula- 
tions for  the  public  weal ;  fo  the  Earl  of  Northumber- 
land had  his  Council,  compofed  of  his  principal  ofil- 
cers,  by  whofe  advice  and  afliftance  he  eftablilhed  this 
Code  of  Oeconomic  Laws^.  As  the  King  had  his 
Lords  and  Grooms  of  the  bed-chamber,  who  waited 
in  their  refpedive  turns  ;  {o  the  Earl  of  Northumber- 
land was  attended  by  the  Conftables  and  Bailiffs  of  his 
feveral  caftles,  &c  ^.  who  entered  into  waiting  in  regu-. 
lar  fucceffion.  The  two  firft  offices  about  his  perfon, 
wereoccafionally  to  be  filled  by  his  own  younger  fons  ^. 
Nor  can  we  doubt  but  all  the  head  officers  of  his 

houf-

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houftiold  were  Gentlemen  both  by  birth  and  (^cc"; 
fuch  as  the  Comptroller,  Clarke  of  the  kitchen,  Cham- 
berldn,  Treafurcr,  &c.  &c.    This  appears  from  the 
fervants  and  horfes  kept  for  their  ufe  ^  and  from  the 
table  where   they  fat   being  called   the    Kkight's- 
BoARD  8.      Among  other  inftanccs  of  magnificence, 
we  cannot  but  remark  the  number  of  Priests  that 
were  kept  in  houlhold,  not  fewer  than  eleven,  at  the 
head  of  whom  prefided  a  Dodtor  or  Batchelor  pf  divi- 
nity, as  dean  of  the  chapel''.     This  redundance  of 
clergymen  muft  not  be  altogether  attributed  to  the 
fuperftition  of  that  prieft-ridden  age,  but  to  the  fupe- 
rior  intelligence  of  the  men  of  that  order,  who  fcem 
to  have  been  almoft  the  only  perfons  capable  of  exer- 
cinng  any  office  of  fkill  or  fcience ;  fo  that  the  Sur- 
veyor of  my  lord's  lands,    his  Secretary  '\    and  the 
Clarke  of  his  foreign  expences  \  were  all  Priefts }  not- 
withftanding  which,  the  laftoffi'cer  was  weekly  to  make 
up  his  accounts  on  Sunday '. 

It  appears  however  from  many  curious  inftances  in 
this  book,  how  deeply  the  devotion  of  that  age  was 
tinftured  with  fuperftition,  and  how  much  the'nobles 
were  influenced  by  the  Clergy  •».  Indeed  nothing 
more  ftrongly  fliows  the  great  devotion  of  our  an- 
ceftors  in  the  middle  ages,  than  th>:  number  of 
Chapels  in  fome  of  the  Northern  Caftlcs.  In  build-

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ings  of  this  fort,  where  multitudes  of  men  were  ofceil 
long  confined  within  very  narrow  limits,  every  inch  of 
Ipace  one  would  think  muft  be  valuable,  and  yet  in 
caftlcs  of  very  moderate  fize  one  often  finds  more  than 
one  Chapel.  Thus  in  Warkworth  and  Prudhow 
caftles  in  Northumberland  (both  of  them  belonging 
to  the  Percy  family)  arc  dill  to  be  feen  the  rcmaifts 
of  two  Chapels,  one  in  the  bafe  court  among  the  outer 
buildings,  the  other  within  the  keep  or  body  of  the 
caftle.  And  yet  both  thcfe  fortreflcs  are  by  their  fitu- 
ation  much  ftraitned  for  room,  which  is  remarkably 
the  cafe  of  Prudhow  caftle  :  and  as  for  that  of  Wark- 
worth, befides  its  two  Chapels,  in  the  court  are  alfo  to 
be  feen  vaults  defigned  for  a  confiderable  buildings 
Thb,  in  the  old  Surveys",  Js  faid  to  have  been  in- 
tended for  a  CotLEOE  ;  by  which,  I  fuppofe,  we  are 
to  underftand  fome  monaftic  foundation  **. 

Secondly,  this  book  contains  a  compleat  System 
OF  ANCIENT  Oeconomics.  Hcrc  may  be  feen  all 
the  Provifions,  Conveniencies,  and  Accommodations, 
which  our  nobility  had  procured  in  that  half-civilized 
age  5  and  even  moft  of  their  Divcrfions  and  Amufe- 
ments  may  be  coUcfted  from  iti*.  Here  are  the  Bills  of 
fare,  the  domeftic  Regulations  of  every  kind,  and  the

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methods  of  providing  for  each  contingency.    The  mi* 
nutc  attention  paid  to  every  the  moll  inconfiderablc 
article  of  domeftic  expence,  and  the  formal  dated  orders 
dlablifhed  with  regard  to  many  particulars  which  appear 
to  us  extremely  trivial,  arc  very  remote  from  our  modem 
ideas  and  prelfcnt  manners :    but  this  minutenefs  is  not 
peculiar  to  our  Hou(hold  Book.    The  eftablilhing  a 
fyftem  of  Domeftic  Oeconomy  appears  to  have  engaged 
the  attention  of  our  Anceftors  nearly  in  the  fame  de« 
gree,  as  the  enadting  public  Laws  and  fettling  the  Con- 
fiitution  of  the  Kingdom.    In  the  celebrated  Fl£ta» 
amidft  the  moft  important  heads  of  Government  and 
Law,  the  Author   introduces  a    plan    of  Houfhold 
Management,  and  gives  the  minuteft  Directions  for  re^ 
gulating  the  moft  petty  domeftic  concerns  ^.    Our  no« 
bility  in  the  more  early  times^  lived  in  their  caftles 
with  a  grofs  and  barbarous  magnificence,  furrounded 
with  rude  and  warlike  followers,  without  control  and 
without  fyftem.    As  they  gradually  emerged  from  this 
barbarity,  they  found  it  neceflary  to  eftablifh  very  mi- 
nute domeftic  regulations,  in  order  to  keep  their  tur^^ 
bulent  followers  in  peace  and  order :  and  from  Kving  in 
a  ftate  of  diforderly  grandeur,  void  of  all  fyftem,  would 
naturally  enough  run  into  the  oppofitc  extreme  of  re- 
ducing

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ducing  every  thing)  even  the  mod  trifling  difburfement^t 
to  ftatcd  formal  rules.  It  may  be  confidered  further,  that 
a  nobleman  in  the  dark  ages,  when  retired  to  his  caftle^ 
tad  neither  books,  nor  news-papers,  nor  literary  cor« 
refpondence,  nor  vifits,  nor  cards,  to  fill  up  his  leifure  : 
his  only  amufements  were  field-fports,  and  as  thele, 
however  eagerly  purfued,  could  not  fill  up  all  his  var 
cant  hours,  the  Government  of  his  Houfhold  would 
therefore  be  likely  enough  to  engage  his  attention,  if 
he  happened  to  be  a  prudent  man  \  and  having  little 
elfe  to  do  or  think  of,  from  a  meer  dcfire  of  employ- 
ment, he  would  be  led  to  defcend  to  the  molt  fiudied 
minutenefs  in  his  regulations  and  eftablifhments. 

To  a  perfon  unacquainted  with  the  ancient  value  of 
Money,  the  Allowance  in  this  book  may  perhaps  appeaf 
fcanty,  and  hardly  confiftent  with  the  ideas  entertained 
of  the  old  bountiful  houfekeeping ;  as  the  weekly  funl 
divided  to  each  perfon  taken  one  with  another,  amounts 
to  little  more  than  2  s.  per  week.  But  this  is  not  fuffi- 
ciently  eftimating  the  value  of  Money  at  the  time  this 
book  was  compiled.  A  Thoufand  Pounds  was  the 
fum  annually  affigned  for  the  keeping  of  my  Lord's 
houfe ' :  the  number  of  Perfons  in  houfhold  was  one 
hundred  and  fixty-fix*.  That  fum  divided  equally 
amongft  them  (omitting  the  fradtions)  amounted  an* 
nually  to  61.  os.  fd.  ^  each  perfon;  and  weekly 
to  2  s.  3  d.  i.  At  a  time  when  Wheat  was  fold  at 
5s.  8d.  per  Quarters  61.  os.  5d.  -|  would  purchafc 
}uft  twenty-two  quarters,  three  bufhels  and  a  half  of

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Wheat ;  which  at  5  s.  a  bufliel  now,  would  coft 
44I.  17s,  6d.  Confequently,  at  this  cftimate,  the 
annual  proportion  to  each  perfon  then  was  nearly 
equivalent  (045!.  per  annum  of  our  prefent  money, 
a  very  great  allowance  to  be  diftributed  through  fo 
large  a  family  as  that  of  the  Earl's  houihold 

But  even  this  is  dating  the  account  as  much  as  pof- 
fible  in  conformity  to  modern  ideas,  for  it  appears 
pretty  evidently  that  Wheat  was  not  the  moft  general 
bread-corn  ufed  in  that  age,  (as  indeed  it  is  hardly 
yet  in  the  northern  counties)  but  that  Rye,  Barley, 
or  Oats,  were  the  common  food  of  the  lower  or  middle 
ranks  of  people,  who  at  prefent  (in  the  fouthern  parts 
of  England  at  lead)  difdain  any  but  the  fineft  wheaten 
bread  ;  the  great  difiercnce  therefore  in  the  value  of 
oioney  is  further  to  be  increaled  by  the  dilproportion 
of  value  between  Wheat  and  other  inferior  grains. 

It  may  forther  be  obferved,  in  the  words  of  a  very 
jeminent  writer  %  that  *'  the  value  of  Money  has  ano- 
**  ther  variation,  which  wc  are  ftill  Icfs  able  to  afcer- 
"  tain.  The  rules  <rf  cuftom,  or  the  different  needs 
**  of  artificial  life,  make  that  revenue  little  at  one  time, 
*•  which  is  great  at  another.  Men  are  rich  and  poor 
•*  not  only  in  proportion  to  what  they  have,  but  to 
^  what  they  want.    In  fome  ages  not  only  necefTaries

**  merce  had  not  yet  diftributed  fuperfkncy  through 
^*  the  lower  chfles  of  people,'*  and  therefore  the  iame 
Revenue  (though  the  dificrent  value  of  money  were  out 
of  the  cafe)  would  have  gone  in  thofe  dmes  a  great 
.way  further  than  it  will  at  prefent. 

But  indeed  to  fliow,  what  might  be  done  in  that  age 
with  a  much  fmaller  fum,  than  is  here  allowed  to  the 
EarPs  lowed:  fervants  \  we  need  only  refer  to  that  noted 
paflage  in  Latimer's  fermons^  which  has  been  fo  often 
quoted :  **  My  father  was  a  yoman,  and  had  no  landes 
^<  of  hys  owoe,  onely  he  had  a  farme  of  iij  or  iiij  pound 
^^  by  yeare  at  the  uttermoft,  and  hereupon  he  tilled 
<<  fo  muche  as  kept  halfe.  a  do£kn  men.  He  had 
^*  walke  for  an  hundred  (heepe,  and  my  mother  milked 
^'  XXX  kyne.  He  was  able,  and  did  dnde  the  king  a 
^'  harnelSe,  with  himfelfe  and  his  horfe,  while  [i.  e. 
**  until]  he  came  to  the  place  that  he  Ifaould  receiyve 
^'  the  kinges  wages.  I  can  remember  that  I  buckled 
^'  his  harnede,  when  he  went  unto  Blacrlheath  fiekle^ 
*•  He  kept  me  to  fchole«..He  maryed  my  fitters  wyth 
«c  five  pound  or  xx  nobles  a  piece.. ..He  kept  hofpi* 
^^  tality  for  his  poore  neigbboures.  And  ibme  almcs 
•*  he  gave  to  the  poore,  and  all  thys  did  he  of  the 
?*  fayde  farme.    Where  he  that  now  hath  it,  paycth

^  duldfcn,  or  ^ve  a  cup  of  drinkc  to  the  poore/* 

If  any  thing  further  is  necefiiuy  on  this  fiibfeft ;  it 
will  fttfficiently  (how  the  plenty  and  fiberaiity  ofth< 
Earl's  houfekeeping,  if  we  do  but  confrpnt  it  with  that 
which  then  prevailed  among  the  other  orders  of  men. 
At  the  time  when  (6  plentiful  an  allowance  of  good 
Bread  and  Beef  was  delivered  out  lb  many  times  a  day 
to  every  the  meaneft  fervant  in  this  Earl's  family ;  the 
Commons  of  England  in  general  lived  at  a  meaner  rata 
and  fared  more  hardily  than  we  can  at  prefent  well  oon« 
ceive.  To  inftance  only  in  one  article  of  their  food, 
viz.  that  of  their  Bread,  even  t:^  late  as  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  (when  great  advances  had  been  made  m 
luxury  and  refinement)  the  lower  ibrt  of  people  fed  on 
what  would  not  now  be  ofiered  to  dogs.  This  appeart 
from  the  defcriptioa  of  En^and  ^  prefixed  to  Hollinf* 
bed's  Chronicle,  edtL  15S6,  where  we  are  told  ^  ^^  the 
^^  Bread  through  the  land  is  made-tif  fuch  graine  at 
^  the  foile  yeeldeth,  neverthekfle  the^gentilitie  com* 
^^  monlie  provide  themfelves  fufficientlle  of  Wheat  for 
*^  their  own  tables,  whilft  their  houfliold  and  poore 
^^  neighbours  in  fbme  fliires  are  inforccd  to  content 
*^  themfelves  with  Rie  or  Barleie,  yea  and  in  time  of 
^^  dearth. manie  with  bread  made  either  of  Beans,  Pea* 
^  Ion,  or  Otes,  or  of  akogicher  and  fome  Acorns  amojig.

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ber  of  Carts  ^  employed  m  a  family  of  this  fize,  mtA 
hnve  formed  a  caravan  nearly  as  large  as  thofe  which 
traverfe  Jthe  deferts  of  the  Eaft. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  part  of  my  fubjed:  without 
remarking,  that  from  the  total  filence  throughout  the 
book  with  regard  to  Glass,  I  am  led  to  believe  that 
this  very  beautiful  and  ufeful  material,  though  it  had 
been  perhaps  long  applied  to  the  decorating  Churches,  ^ 
was  not  as  yet  very  commonly  ufed  in  Dwelling-houlet 
or  Caftles.  The  author  of  the  Defcription  of  England, 
(before  quoted)  writing  about  lixty  years  after,  fays^ 
that  *^  of  OLD  TIME,'*  (probably  meaning  times  not 
much  older  than  that  of  this  Houihold  Book)  "  our 
^^  countrie  houles  infteede  of  Glafle  did  ufe  much  Lat- 
*^  tife  and  that  made  either  of  wicker  or  fine  rifts  of 
^^  oke  in  checkerwife.  I  read  alfo  that  ibme  of  the 
<'  better  fort  in  and  before  the  times  of  the  Saxons^ 
^<  (who  notwithftanding  ufed  fome  Glafle  alfo  fince  the 
*^  time  of  Benedid  Bifcop  the  Monk  that  brought  the 
<^  feat  of  Glafling  firft  into  this  land)  did  make  panelt 
^^  of  HOrae  infteed  of  Glaflc,  and  fix  them  in  woodo 
<«  calmes.  But  as  Home  in  windows  is  now  [A.  D. 
**  1577.]  quite  laid  downe  in  every  place,  fo  our  Lat- 
*^  tifes  are  alfo  growne  into  lefle  ufe  [i.  e^  not  quke 
«(  laid  afide]  becaufe  Glaile  is  come  to  be  fo  plentiful!, 
«  and  within  very  little  fo  good  cheap€s  if  not  better 
^  then  the  other.'*    The  writer  afterwards  adds .  this^

**  other  my  Lord's  caftles  and  houfes  here  in  the  coun- 
**  trie  dooth  decay  and  wafte,.  Yt  were  good  the  whole 
**  Lcights  of  cverie  windowe  at  the  departure  of  his 
**  Lordihippe  from  lyingc  at  any  of  his  (aid  cartels  and 
«  houles,.  and  dowring  [i,  e.  during]  the  tyme  of  his 
**  Lordlhip*s  abfence,  or  others  lying  in  them,  were 
**  taken  dounc  and  lade  upe  in  fafety  :  And  at  fooche 
"  tyme  as  ather  his  Lordfhipe  or  anie  other  fholde  lye 
•*  at  anie  of  the  faid  places,  the  fame  might  then  be  fct 
**  uppe  of  newe  with  fmale  charges  to  his  Lp.  wher 
**  [i.  e.  whereas]  now  the  dccaye  thereof  (hall  be  veric 
**  coftlie  and  chargeable  to  be  repay  red/*

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wood's  excellent  ElTajr  on  that  fubjcft  is  remark* 
ftbly  defcftive  with'  regard  to  the  period  of  time  com* 
prehended  in  this  Bo<ik.    Of  this  the  learned  author 
fiimfelf  complains,  declaring  that  all  his  diligence  could 
hot  procure  him  fufficient  information  to  render  thU 
part  of  his  work  complcat.    The  curious  inveftigatof 
therefore  of  fubjefts  of  this  fort,  will  be  glad  to  find 
the  peculiar  defeds  of  the  Bifhop's  Book  fo  happily 
fupplied  in  the  prefcnt  work  :  Wherein  tht  Piiccs  of 
all  kinds  of  provifions  and  marketable  commodities  arc 
tlearly  laid  down  ;  wages  and  ftipends  fixed  and  (lated  i 
current  expenccs  fettled  and  adjuftcd,  and  even  arbi* 
trary  gifts  and  rewards  reduced  to  a  regular  invariable 
rule  K     From  the  following  pages  alfo  the  juft  propor- 
tion of  food  to  labour,  and  of  money  to  both,  may  be 
eafily  deduced*     All  thefe  and  many  other  particulars 
of  the  fame  curious  nature,  are  here  exhibited ;  and 
the  whole  difpofed  in  fo  regular  and  clear  a  manner, 
that  no  Supplemental  Tables  were  neccflary  to  new-af- 
range  or  diftribute  them. 

It  is  neceffary  only  to  give  the  Reader  one  caution  in 
the  ufe  and  application  of  the  Rates  and  Prices  :  viz.

In  that  age  there  was  little  or  no  communication  be- 
tween one  part  of  England  and  another :  no  regular 
conveyance  from  the  provinces  to  the  metropolis ;  antf

they  would  in  the  fouth,  or  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
London.  And  yet  the  Prices  of  Wheat  and  Oats,  as 
given  in  the  Chronicon  Pretiosum,  remarkably 
agree  with  thofe  laid  down  at  the  Beginning  of  jthi*

HfNiLY  Algernon  Percy,  fifth  Earl  of  Nor- 
thumberland, was  born  on  the  thirteenth  of  January» 
147  7- 8*  His  father  was  flain,  while  he  was  a  minor, 
in  a  popular  infurredlion  in  Yorkfliire,  April  28,  1483* 
In  1497,  young  as  he  was,  he  was  one  of  the  chief- 
tains that  commanded  at  the  battle  of  Blackheath, 
againft  the  lord  Audley  and  his  adherents ;  and  was 
early  engaged  in  other  public  fervices.  Hut  what  prin- 
cipally diftinguiflied  him,  was  the  very  magnificent 
and  fplendid  manner  in  which  he  condu<£ted  the  prin- 
cefs  Miargaret  to  the  borders  of  Scotland,  on  her  mar- 
riage with  James  IV.  in  1503,  on  which  occafion  his 
drefs,  furniture,  equipage  and  attendance  was  more 
like  that  of  a  prince  than  a  fubjeft,  as  is  particularly 
obferved  by  Hah.  in  his  Chronicle  j  where  may  be 
ftcn  at  large  a  full  dcfcription  of  this  very  |[allant  (how  5 
as  alfo  in  the  late  curious  Additions  to  the  Collecta- 
nea of  Leland«  ^  For  the  other  particulars  of  this 
EarPs  hiftory,  we  muft  refer  the  reader  to  Dugdale  or 
CpUins  ;  and  (hall  o|)ly  obferve  here,  that  having  been 
early  inftalled  a  Knight  of  the  Garter,  he  died  about 
the  middle  of  the  year  1527,

the  only  profcflcd  poet  of  that  reign,  who  wrote  zti 
Elegy  on  the  death  of  his  father.  But  ftill  ftronger 
proofs  of  his  literary  turn  may  be  colIeAed  from  a  very 
curious  and  fplendid  MS.  which  had  formerly  belonged 
to  this  nobleman,  and  is  at  prcfcnt  preferved  in  the 
Britilh  Mufeum,  **  It  contains  a  large  collodion  of 
Poems,  finely  engroffed  upon  vellum,  and  richly  illu- 
minated, which  had  been  tranfcribcd  for  his  ufe.  The 
Poems  are  chiefly  thofe  of  Lydgate  j  after  which  follow 
the  above  Elegy  of  Skclton  and  fome  fmaller  compofi*

Wreflel.  p  Though  thefe  are  rather  to  be  commended 
for  their  grave  moral  caft,  than  for  their  poetical  me- 
rit,  they  are  at  leaft  as  good  as  any  other  compoGtions 
of  the  fame  period.  To  thefe  proofs  of  this  Earl's 
Iherary  character,  may  perhaps  be  further  added  the 
fiematkaUc  provifion  in  the  following  book,  that  his 
Almonar  fhould  be  *<  a  Maker  of  Interludes  */'  ^  and 
even  the  bare  mentk>n  in  it  of  my  Lord's  and  my

A&  this  Letter  gives  us  a  curious  Pidbre  of  the  Manners,  as 
well  as  Literature  of  our  firft  Nobility  at  that  time,  I  fhall  here 
infert  a  great  part  of  it ;  and  that  the  rather,  as  it  is  a  full 
Vindication  of  this  Earl  of  Northumberland  from  the  Chaigc 
of  Ingratitude,   in  being  the  perfon  employed  to  arreft  the 
Cardinal  at  hi«  Caftle  of  Cawood«    He  had  been  placed  under 

the 
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the  Cardinal's  Roof  by  his  Father,  among  other  ydUng  No« 
hlemen,  who  accepted  of  menial  Offices  under  that  proud  Pre* 
late ;  but  it  plainly  appears  from  thefe  Letters,  that  he  had 
been  treated  with  fo  much  harlhnefs  and  contempt,  as  to  be 
under  no  great  obligation  to  him  on  that  account.  In  a  for* 
mer  Letter  he  tells  his  friend,  that  the  Cardinal  had  wrote  to 
forbid  him  attending  the  Funeral  of  his  own  Father  to  Beverly, 
and  had  treated  him  with  many  other  Indignities. 

Thefe  Letters  are  written  foon  after  that  Earl's  Death  in  1527, 
and  are  dirc£led  "  To  his  beloved  Coufyn  Thomas  Arundel, 
•*  one  of  the  Gentlemen  of  my  Lord  Legates  Prevey  Cham- 
**  bre,**  whom  he  addrefles  with  the  familiar  Appellation  of 
^*  Bedfellow"  as  a  term  of  Endearment :  Which  however 
ftrange  it  may  appear  now,  was  confiftent  with  the  ftile  of 
manners  in  the  middle  ages :  Holingfhed  in  his  Chronicle, 
tells  us  of  that  Lord  Scrope,  who  was  one  of  the  Confpirators 
againft  K.  Henry  V.  **  The  faid  Lord  Scroope  was  in  fuch 
^^  fiavouf  "With  the  King,  that  he  admitted  him  fometime  to 
«^  be  his  BsDFfiLLOW ;  in  whofe  fidelity  the  King  repofed

'  6.)  to  ele<Sl  one  of  their  Number  to  the  Epifcopus  Puerorum^ 
the  Beark  (i.  e.  Infant)  Bishop,  or  Chorifter  Bifhop; 
whp  continued  to  prefide  over  the  reft,  with  an  Imitation  of 
all  the  Epifcopal  Fun£tions,  till  Innocents  Day,  (Dec.  28.) 
and  then  after  folcmn  proceflions,  and  great  pageantry,  he 
laid  down  his  OiSce.  He  was  chofen  on  St.  Nicholas's  Day 
becaufe  St.  Nicholas  was  the  Patron  Saint  of  Children, 
He  having  when  an  Infant  (hewn  fuch  flngular  piety  (as  the 
Legend  fays)  that  when  he  was  at  his  Mother's  breaft,  he 
would  not  fuck  on  Wednefdays  and  Fridays,  that  he  might 
obferve  the  Fafts  of  the  Church.  In  the  Pofthumous  Trails  of 
John  Gregory,  4to.  1650.  is  a  full  account  of  the  Office,  &c. 
of  the  Epifcopus  Puerorum^  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader;  only 
adding  here  from  an  ancient  MS.  an  Inventory  of  the  fplendid 
Robes  and  Ornaments  belonging  to  one  of  thefe  Bearn- 
Bilhops,  which  was  communicated  by  Thomas  Aftle,  Efq.

of  Northumberland  was  not  to  be  without  his  proper  Officers 
pf  State,  and  therefore  bis  younger  Soris,  and  the  young 
Gentlemen  who  were  conftantly  refident  with  him,  were  at 
Chofe  times  to  fupply  Offices  of  Carver,  Sewer,  &c.

In  confequence  of  this  Order,  three  Sides  of  the  S<|iiai% 
which  formerly  coippofed  Wrbssil  Castlb,  were  eficirely 
demoliihed.  However  the  whole  South-Frpnt,  whkh  was 
the  moft  cqnfiderable,  and  contaiiied  fome  of  the  principal 
State-Rooms,  ftill  remains,  and  is  very  magnificent.  It  is 
flanked  by  two  large  fquare  Towers ;  and  thefe  again  ai? 
mounted  by  circplai' Turrets  of  a  fmaller  fize:  on  the  top  ot* 
one  of  the  turrets  is  flill  preferved  the  Iron  Pan  of  the  fieaoM, 
anciently  ufed  to  aUrm  'die  country. 

The  whole  Building,  which  is  of  the  fineft  mafbmy,  fS^ 
contains  the  Great  Chamber  or  Dining-Room,  the  Drawing- 
Chamber,  and  the  Chapel,  befides  many  of  the  inferior  Apart- 
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iseats.  In  nU  diefe  the  finiibing  and  orniments  feem  to  b« 
left  nearly  in  the  fame  ftate  that  they  were  in  the  time  of  this 
flousHPLD  Book,  The  Cielings  ftill  appear  richly  carved^ 
^d  die  fides  of  the  Jlootns  are  ornamented  with  a  great  pro- 
fiifion .  of  tnciept  Sculpture,  finely  execuied  in  wood,  ex- 
hibiting the  ancient  Bearings,  Crefts,  Badges  and  Devifes  of 
fhe  Pbrcy  Family,  in  a  great  variety  of  forms,  fet  off  with 
all  the  advantagjes  of  Painting,  Gilding  and  Imagery.  In  the 
two  principal  Chambers  41^  fmall  beautiful  Stair-Caies  of  very 
lingular  contrivance  with  ofbgon  Screens,  imbattled  at  the 
tqfi^  .and  covered  with  very  bold  fculpture,  containing  double 
flights  of  StaiiB,  winding  round  each  other,  after  the  defign 
of  Paladio* 

The  Chapel  appesurs  to  have  been  fitted  up  in  a  ruder  ftyle 
and  at  a  more  ^y  period  than  the  other  apartments.  In  this  the 
fculptured  Badges,  &c.  are  ftili  tolerably  entire,  and  fome  of  the 
painted  glafs  unbroken.  The  Cieling  is  infcribed  with  the 
following  Motto,  EfpfT^me  w  Dieu  ma  Comforte,  Tht  Chapel  is 
nowiifed  instead  of  the  Parifli-Church,  which  was  fituate  about  a 
bow-ihot  from  the  Caftle.  Of  this  one  ruined  end-wall  only 
remains,  in  which  at  prefent  hang  two  Bells.  The  Pulpit  now 
ftandsi  as  on  a  pedeftal,  upon  the  great  ftone  Altar  of  the  Chapel, 
and  the  Communion  is  s^dminiftered  at  a  T^Ue  in  the  middle

Thence*forward,  it  was  probably  never  repaired  j  tatift« 
fome  time  pulled  down  and  demoliflicd  :  for  I  have  f«n  ^ 
account  fcnt  up  to  the  fucceeding  Earl  of  Northumbcrlawl  m 
James  the  Firft's  reign,  of  the  Quantity  of  Ttmbcr,  Paifl»l 
Glafs,  and  Carved  Images  in  the  Ceilings,  &c.  which  wW 
jremoved  by  his  order  from  Leckenfield  to  Wrcffel  Cafflc.
